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"Canadians have always 
accepted a sort of paternalistic 
domination, which explains 
why they accepted the im- 
position of the War Measures 
Act so passively." Thus spake 
Pierre Berton, to a capacity au- 
dience of 700 at Loyola yester- 
day. 

"The Americans always 
wanted to vote— they elected 
vigilante groups to police their 
areas. We always had the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police, a 
sort of government-sanctioned 
paramilitary body, to control us. 
As a result, there was a great 
deal more violence in the U.S. 
than there was here at home." 

Berton said that the 
Americans had always been 
willing to accept a sort of 
anarchy in return for a "grass 
roots" freedom. 

Canadians, on the other 
hand, were always willing to ac- 
cept domination from above, so 
as to preserve order. 

Referring to Indians, Berton 
maintained that we Canadians 
always treated "ours" better 
than the Americans did 
"theirs". As examples, he ex- 
plained that our traders, unlike 



the Americans, never sole 
liquor to the Indians. Apparent- 
ly we also refrained from send- 
ing out the cavalry to massacre 
whole villages, while American 
history Is full of such incidents. . 

One student asked him if our 
treatment of Indians today was 
really just. Berton replied that 
he was dealing only with 
"history" and not with the pre- 
sent, and consequently felt that 
he did not have to answer the 
question. 

Berton did not forget the 
French-Canadians. He stated 
that the "coolness and 
sobriety" of the. English, 
coupled with the "ef- 
fervescence" of the French 
made for a diversified country, 
and consequently we should 
"have them stay In Canada." 

One annoyed French student 
asked Berton, in French, If that 
was the only reason for Quebec 
to stay within Confederation. 
After this was translated, Ber- 
ton replied In English that this 
was not the only reason, but 
rather one of the reasons. 

When asked what he thought 
about American economic

Senate met yesterday amid 
rising controversy over the pro- 
posed four year "rolling" 
budget. The special session 
was attended by members of 
the Board of Governors. 

Priorto debate on the budget, 
a position paper was presented 
that orglnated in the Quebec 
Ministry of Education. 

The report, referred to by the 
administration as the "Réseau 
Report," attempts to define the 
role of the Ministry of Education 
in relation to the universities. 

According to some senators, 
the government is trying to Im- 
pose its authority upon the uni- 
versities. 

Trevor Lloyd, professor of 
geography, suggested that the 
government was acting beyond 
Its authority and placing limits 
on Senate's power. 

Dean G. L. d'Ombraln of En- 
gineering called the paper "the 
most dreadful document I have 
ever seen." He also contended 
that it was "totalitarian" and 
"damnable" in nature. "Wars 
have been fought over such 
control of thought," he noted 
somberly. 

•Vice-principal Michael Oliver 
urged the senators not to 
"simply denounce the gov- 
ernment but to point out 
alternatives." 

He was criticized by Robert 
Vogei, Dean of Arts, who con- 
demned the policy of com- 
pliance with tbe Ministry's 
wishes. Vogel suggested that 
McGill is in league with the 
"secret police," to whom the 
university once supplied In- 
formation. 

Principal Robert Bell in- 
terrupted him to explain that for 
years the administration re- 
sisted compliance by over- 
spending its allotment, and that 
now that the university is 
attempting to cooperate with 
the government, all he hears is 
never-ending complaints. 

University officials have 
drafted a letter to Guy St- 



Pierre, Quebec Education 
Minister, criticizing the 
"Réseau Report." A draft of the 
letter, made public at the 
meeting, argues that "the 
language that is used, and the 
predominance of arrows that 
point downwards from the 
ministry to the universities, sug- 
gest rather strongly a 
centralized system in which 
subsidiary institutions are di- 
rectly controlled by the gov- 
ernment." 

The d iscussion then turned to 
the more immediate problem of 
the budget, which was drawn 
up to reduce the university de- 
ficit to zero over the next four 
years. Faculty members have 
charged that cuts In ex- 
penditures will lead to staff re- 
ductions and a lowering of 
McGill'8 academic quality. 

As debate developed, it 
became evident that' Senate 
was divided between those 
more concerned with meeting 
the deficit and those placing 
greater emphasis on the 
maintenance of high academic 
standards by working the bud- 
get around academic needs. 

Sidney Ingerman, professor 
of economics, said that the uni- 
versity was not really carrying 
out its responsibilities to the 
community'. 

The budget should be com- 
plementary to educational plan- 
ning, he said. He stressed the 
"need for integrity, unity, and 
dedication of the staff," and 
asked that his proposal of "no 
staff cuts for budgetary reasons

domination of Canada, Berton 
replied that it was really our 
fault. "We asked them to come 
into our country, because we 
were afraid to invest our own 
capital." 

He added that he saw great 
potential in the Waffle group of 
the NDP, and said he agreed 
with its economic proposals. He 
warned, however, against 
"excessive nationalization" 
which he termed unneccessary. 

Berton concluded by ex- 
pressing anger at Nixon's state- 
ment on nation-wide television 
that Japan was the U.S.'s big- 
gest trading partner. 

This was a "humiliating" act 
on the part of the American gov- 
ernment, and since Canada is 
America's largest trading 
partner, it should definitely re- 
ceive an -

in the coming year" be ac- 
cepted. 

(His proposal was an amend- 
ment to a motion made by David 
Solomon, professor of 
sociology, at a Senate meeting 
two weeks ago. Both the motion 
and the amendment were 
tabled at that meeting.) 

Vogel at that point jumped on 
the Importance of academic 
considerations, stressing such 
services as libraries. Many pro- 
mising programs, such as Is- 
lamic Studies, East Asian 
Studies, African Studies and 
Jewish Studies, he contended, 
had no support from people 
other than faculty members. 

He admitted that many Cana- 
dian universities are in a similar 
financial situation, but felt that 
the budget could be worked out 
if the administration could find 
its way "out of this political 
box." 

Perry Meyer, professor of law, 
lashed out at the methods of the 
Budget Commission, charging 
that they had concentrated on 
costs per student, but had 
omitted the problem of staff- 
student ratios. He reminded 
Senate of the 30% increase in^ 
the staff-student ratio in his de- 
partment—which had lowered 
the cost, but had also increased 
the work load for the in- 
structors. 

Frost replied that the argu- 
ment Meyer was making was 
the same one the administra- 
tion had made to Quebec, but 
that the alarm over the ratio in- 
crease was exaggerated, since 
the increase in the Law Faculty 
had not been planned but was 
an "accident." He further 
claimed that his system of 
marginal student cost was flex- 
ible. 

D'Ombrain said that the ques- 
tion was not one of balancing 



the budget, but rather of re- 
ducing the staff to fit allowable 
expenses. With the increased 
work load, professors would ex- 
pect parity with University of 
Toronto salaries. • 

He further claimed that in 
arriving at the goals of the four- 
year budget, "we have ex- 
pended unrestricted ^en- 
dowment to zero. But we will 
have more students than ex- 
pected." 

The Solomon-lngerman joint 
proposal was then debated. 
Stansbury, Dean of Science, in- 
dicated that staff cuts are un- 
likely to be made for academic 
reasons. 

- Student senator Philip 
Novack added a sub- 
amendment to ensure student 
representation at discussions 
of the academic implications of 
the budget. The sub- 
amendment was carried, with 
Solomon's proposal, but In- 
german's amendment was de- 
feated.

Students' Council sat down 
yesterday with a bare quorum 
and an eleven-part agenda, 
managing to exhaust both of 
them in a meeting dealing 
primarily with finances. 

The controversial budget of 
the International Students' 
Association (ISA) was passed 
with no more than routine 
questioning from Finance Di- 
rector Peter Chodos and other 
councillors. 

Consultations between the 
ISA and the Finance Committee 
prior to the formal budget pre- 
sentation were stormy, leading 
to chargesthat Students' Coun- 
cil was discriminating against 
foreign students and counter- 
charges from Chodos that the 
ISA didn't really serve the co- 
ordinating function it claimed 
to. 

Five other budgets were also 
passed for the African Stu- 
dents' Association, the Arab 
Students' Society, the Camera 
Club, the Italian Society and Old 
McGill. Only the Camera Club's 
was passed unconditionally. 
Old McGill's won't be passed 
completely until arrangements 
for advertising are settled. 
Council plans to review the 
budgets of the other three to 
ascertain whether or not pro- 
jected revenues are realistic. 

Council also refused to go 
back on a previous resolution 
to withhold a summer meal 
allowance for former Internal 
vice-president David Sprague. 
In a recent letter to the Stu- 
dents' Society Sprague had 
argued that he was entitled to 
the $150 since he had more 
than served the two-month 
work-period upon which the 
allowance was conditional. 
In other business Council 

■ defeated a Daily request for 
the funding of a delegation to 
the annual conference of Cana- 
dian University Press 

■ confirmed the appointment 
of Jack Cohen, B Comm 4 as 
new Students' Society Chief 
Returning Officer 

■ amended the eligibility reg- 
ulations for Council elections to 
allow U 1 students to seek office 

■ confirmed David Rovins" de- 
cision to stay on as Internal 
vice-president 

■ approved the appointments 
of Gene Allen BA.E2 and Earl 
Wong BSc4 as co-éditors of this 
year's Old McGill 

■ confirmed the appointment 
of Students' Society rep- 
resentatives to Senate com- 
mittees 

■ passed motions making 
changes to the constitutions of 
the Friends of China Associa- 
tion and the Malaysia- 
Singapore Society 

■ heard External vice-president 
Allan Tanny report that the re- 
cent Conference of the Associa- 
tion of Universities and Col- 
leges of Canada had been "an 
exercise in futility". 



Lapalme workers explain case 



Henri Guay looks upon him- 
self as "just a truck driver." 

But he and nearly 300 of his 
co-workers have become some- 
thing like living symbols of de- 
fiance against government ar- 
rogance. 

The "Lapalme guys" have 
been unemployed since April 
1970 because of their refusal to 
give in to the Trudeau gov- 
ernment's attempt to break 
their union. 

Guay, a family man in his late 
fifties or early sixties, was at 
McGill yesterday for a Debating 
Union teach-in on the Lapalme 
drivers' struggle with the gov- 
ernment. 

So was Richard Daigneault, 
Secretary of the Confederation 
of National Trade Unions, who 
recounted the history of the dis- 
pute to about 150 students. 

The students applauded en- 
thusiastically when Guay called 
for cooperation between 
Anglophone and Francophone 
workers and students. "Why 
should the French and the En- 
glish have conflicts?" he asked. 
"We have the same problems." 

He thanked the students for 
inviting him to McGill. . 

Guay attacked the Trudeau 
government for Its treatment of 
the Lapalme guys. He placed 
the blame for all conflicts in 
society on the politicians. 

"If any government is elected 
and. then abuses its power," he 
declared, "then we condemn 
that government." 

"I don't call what the 
politicians are doing now de- 
mocracy," said Guay, who de- 
scribed himself as a firm 



believer in democracy: 

"There are people in -power 
who have more consideration 
for dollars than for human be- 
ings. It's a dictatorship of the 
dollar." 

"This is a great country," 
Guay maintained. "But I believe 
that Canada's resources must 
serve the whole people." 

"I can't say how things 
should be changed. I'm just a 
truck driver. It's up to you pro- 
fessionals of the future to figure 
out how." 

Guay had harsh words for 
both Trudeau and Mayor Jean 
Drapeau. "Trudeau didn't just 
insult the Lapalme guys. He in- 
sulted the whole working class 
of Canada," he said of the 
Prime Minister, who told picket- 
ing drivers last winter to "eat 
shit." 

: .(The Lapalme guys have 
picketed daily on Parliament 
Hill in Ottawa for more than a 
year.) 

"Drapeau reminds me of a 
dictator," he said. "He built a 
lot of wonderful things in Mon- 
treal. B.ut Mussolini and Hitler 
built wonderful things in their 
countries too and they de- 
stroyed them." 

"The city belongs to 
everybody," Guay said In reply 
to a question on the La Presse 
demonstration and police riot 
two weeks ago. "I believe we 
have the right to walk on the 
streets. 

"I don't believe in breaking 
windows. But it's better to 
break windows than to break 
skulls." 

. Richard Daigneault charged 
that "the Post Office was a 
place for the friends of the gov- 
ernment" in his presentation of 
the background to the struggle. 

The government refused to 
renew the contract of G. 
Lapalme, a "dummy company" 
on the grounds of inefficiency 
in December 1969. Instead, 
Communications Minister Eric 
Kierans, now a McGill man- 




agement professor, gave out 
contracts to five companies. 

"The government wasn't try- 
ing to reform anything by break- 
ing the contract," Daigneault 
charged. "It was trying to get 
rid of the union." 

"Some of the dummy com- 
panies didn't even have equip- 
ment. It was pure patronage." 

Kierans in effect told the 
drivers that they were un- 
employed and could look for 
jobs. with one of the five new 
contractors. The new_ com- 
panies could pay no more than 
$2.82 an hour, while the drivers 
had been earning $3.25. 

In March 1970 the gov- 
ernment called on labor 
mediator Carl Goldenberg to 
write a report on the postal 
situation in Montreal, following 
a series of violent incidents and 
angry protests by the drivers. 

Goldenberg recommended 
that the contracts with the five 
companies be cancelled and 
that the Justice Department in- 
quire Into how they were given 
out. 

He said that the government 
should operate the postal truck- 
ing and integrate the drivers 
into the civil service. 

But while the report rec- 
ognized the acquired seniority 
rights of the drivers, It did not 
make it clear that all of them 
should be rehired and that their 
union should be recognized. 

"The conclusion on col- 
lective rights was wishy- 
washy," said Daigneault. The 
drivers suggested that the gov- 
ernment create a crown 
corporation so that they could 
work for the government and 
retain their union. 

But in April 1970, Industry 
Minister Bud Drury handed 
down a "final offer" which re- 
jected the crown corporation 
idea for "serious reasons" and 
which proposed to rehire only 
some of thé workers. ' 

Later that year the unio 
obtained a copy of a secret civil 
service memorandum which 
showed the government's real 
reasons for its treatment of the 



Lapalme drivers. 

The memorandum showed a 
fear of "undesirable pre- 
cedents" which would hinder 
"effective management." The 
collective agreement of the 
Lapalme guys was too good in 
comparison with those in the 
civil service and would set a 
"bad example." 

The other unions in the civil 
service would be obliged to 
become as militant as that of 
the Lapalme drivers. The gov- 
ernment feared that civil 
servants would strike rather 
than be satisfied with arbitra- 
tion in future disputes. 

The government dreaded that 
the CNTU might break into the 
civil service. 

Finally, hundreds of private 
contractors would lose con- 
tracts If the crown corporation 
idea spread. The government, 
as a government of big 
business, did not want to alien- 
ate its supporters. It could not 
give In to the Lapalme drivers 
"in the face of violence." 

Less than 150 of the 447 
Lapalme drivers have taken 
other jobs or become scabs by 
returning individually to the 
post office. 

The others have paid a high 
price. Their only regular income 
is a frugal allotment from the 
CNTU, which has spent more 
than a million dollars backing 
them; 

Some of the Lapalme drivers 
have faced legal actions. Forty- 
seven have been sentenced to 
a few days or less in jail. Six 
got a month in jail and three got 
three months each. 

These three were at first 
sentenced to 30 minutes in jail 
and fines of $33 each. But the 
crown appealed and the 
sentence was increased to 
three months. 

Their offence was causing 
$15 worth of damage to a truck

Terrorism and Revolution 



Sir, . 

The problem with Zionist 
Joseph Asplor is that he 
assumes and supposes too 
much. In his letter to the editor 
Wednesday, November 3, 1971, 
he first assumed that I am "a 
representative of the Palesti- 
nian Resistance Movement" 
and second he supposed that 
I support the attacks on un- 
armed civil aircraft. 

My letter to the editor of Fri- 
day, October 29, 1971, to which 
Mr. Aspler responds does not 
indicate any of his assumptions 
and suppositions, and I do not 
think that any other reader 
would reach Mr. Aspler's con- 
clusion. 

Now, it's my privilege to ex- 
plain that I am not "a rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian 
Resistance Movement", 
otherwise I would not deny 
such a great honour. Probably 
Mr. Aspler knows more about 
me than I know about myself. 

As for my position con- 
cerning the attacks on unarmed 
civil aircraft, here it is: the milit- 
ary activities of the Resistance 



Movement should aim at de- 
veloping those activities into 
mass armed struggle. Col- 
lective actions reflect faith In 
the masses and in the necessity 
for engaging broad sections of 
the people in the armed 
struggle. Individual actions 
(like attacking planes, etc.) on 
the other hand, place terrorism 
ahead of collective actions. 
This latter tendency will con- 
sequently Inflict heavy damage 
on the Resistance since it stifles 
the masses with Individual 
heroism and places them In a 
position of observing the 
struggle rather than participat- 
ing in it. 

The example of Vietnam is 
very clear; there, the re- 
volutionary movement could 
have easily sabotaged U.S. in- 
terests outside the, borders of 
Vietnam. It rejected this course 
of action from the beginning for 
basic reasons rooted in the 
Ideology of the Vietnamese 
movement. 

Guerrilla warfare cannot de- 
velop Into mass armed action 
merely through an escalation of 
armed activities, but rather 
through the participation of the 
people themselves In fighting 
on the one hand and through 
their participation In the politi- 
cal and Ideological debates. 
"Pure" military activity, as well 
as individual terrorism, can only 
lead to the degeneration of 
political activity among the 
masses and hence the weaken- 
ing of the link between armed 
activity and the mass move- 
ment. 

Surprised, Mr. Aspler? I do 
not think you would be if you 
did not assume too muchl 

Just to make one more point, 
I do not wish to argue whether 
Sadat of Egypt is Fascist or not, 
nor do I wish to disprove that 
the government of Iraq is In- 
volved in racist activities. I do 
not stand for Sadat or for the 
government of Iraq or for any 
Arab government, but this does 
not change the nature of Israel 
nor alter the right of the Palesti- 
nian people to self de- 
termination. 

You are confusing many 
different Issues, and missing 
the main point.

A "soclallst's'lust for 
"parliamentary democracy"

Regarding the Daily's 
"Counterpoints" interview with 
Abu Marwan, it may be true that 
the Palestinian guerrilla move- 
ment is taking a more progres- 
sive turn but it has a long way 
to go. Is Israel a "fortress of 
American imperialism in the 
Middle East," or are statements 
by leading capitalists and State 
Department hands— e.g., David 
Rockefeller and William 
Scranton— calling for a more 
"even-handed" U.S. policy in 
the Middle East, indicative of a 
more correct analysis of Ameri- 
can imperialist interest? What 



Is more crucial to U.S. 
capitalism: the uninterrupted 
flow of Arab oil and the attempt 
to reestablish at least the 
benevolent neutrality in the 
Cold War of regimes governing 
one hundred-million Arabs, or 
the friendship of two-and-a-half 
million Jews who have no oil to 
offer? 

In point of fact American im- 
perialist Interest lies in cooling 
down the Arab-israeli conflict 
so that profitable contacts can 
be regained with the Arab 
world. (Soviet Imperialist in- 
terest lies in keeping the con- 
flict going so as to make the 
Arab states increasingly de- 
pendent upon Soviet "aid.") If 
American public opinion 
allowed it, the U.S. might go so 
far as to abandon Israel 
altogether, denying Israel 
economic and military as- 
sistance.

Were the guerrillas to accept 
the right of Jews in Palestine 
to state sovereignty,. might not 
Israel (governed as she is by a 
Labor - Socialist - liberal 
coalition) been at least 
benevolently neutral toward the 
"progressive" forces In Jor- 
dan? Given the long history of 
killing, hatred, and mistrust be- 
tween Jews and Arabs in Pales- 
tine, It is naive at best to believe 
that Jews should find security 
in a situation in which they must 
relinquish sovereignty and con- 
sequently their means of self- 
defense in an area of the world 
which Is overwhelmingly Arab. 
It Is Jewish defenselessness In 
the face of anti-Semitic vio- 
lence and persecution which 
generated the movement for 
Jewish national self-determi- 
nation and sovereignty (Zion- 
ism) in the first place. 

Now what about Israel and 
South Africa? To be sure It must 
be 'difficult to live as an Arab 
in Israel. Rightly or wrongly 
Arabs might always be 
suspected (as a minority 
ethnically akin to Israel's sworn 
enemies) of being a potential 
fifth-column. Yet aside from not 
being subject to military con- 
scription, they have the full 
rights of Israeli citizenship. 
They elect representatives to 
parliament and maintain 
municipal autonomy in their 



localities. As a result of the 
area's bloody history, Individual 
Arabs are probably victimized 
on occasion by bigoted 
attitudes among Jews. Unlike 
Jews in Arab countries, how- 
ever, they are never subject to 
pogroms and have recourse to 
redress through the law. 

Unlike South Africa, Israel Is 
a thriving parliamentary de- 
mocracy. There is a large 
multiplicity of political parties 
ranging the entire spectrum In 
ideology. Unlike all or most 
Arab countries which ban Com- 
munist parties at home while 
courting Communist as- 
sistance abroad, Israel allows 
the existence of two Com- 
munist parties. It is true that 
opposition has grown among 
the populace to aspects of Is- 
rael's foreign and domestic 
policies, yet the great bulk of 
this opposition (the "Peace 
List" and the Socialist party's 
left-wing) is still Zionist in out- 
look— I.e., insists upon Israel's 
continued right to sovereignty. 
The "Zionist police state" 
allows both Zionist and anti- 
Zionist opposition elements to 
participate fully in Israeli politi- 
cal life short of attempting to 
violently overthrow the gov- 
ernment. Thus Israel may well 
be a society subject to serious 
social problems, but being a ra- 
cist dictatorship akin to South 
Africa is clearly not one of them.

airliners. The Chinese have not reported 
any of these incidents. Rather they have 
informed their people of various ficti- 
cious military operations such as the de- 
struction of a part of Lod airfield. From 
this it is clear that the Chinese are not 
concerned about the fate of the Jews 
In their proposed military adventure. 

Essentially, the Chinese aim to install 
sympathetic and, if possible, Com- 
munist governments throughout the 
Middle East. They see the Palestinian 
guerrillas as the main group for carrying 
this out, and the Israeli question as a 
good issue on which to radicalize 
people. They are doing this by means 
of propaganda, supplying of arms and 
training, and supporting one faction 
agalsnt another within the Arab bloc 
(e.g. support of Al Numiery in Sudan 
coup). 

Aside from foreign affairs, the con- 
ditions inside China are a topic of 
current interest. Much has been said ab- 
out China's economic development un- 
der Communism. While China's 
economic progress is a good thing, one 
should not forget the political cost.. Wo 
do not have a complete analysis of the 
Internal situation, however, a number of 



illuminating facts have come to light re- 
cently. 

Perhaps the most Interesting /ecent 
article about China was an interview be- 
tween Edgar Snow, the American writer 
and Mao Tse-tung (Life). Snow has been 
a longtime sympathizer of the Chinese 
Communists and his article was 
circulated among top party and army 
officials In China. The main point raised 
In this article concerns the deification 
of Mao. This deification has been a 
major component of internal Chinese 
propaganda. It has been carried to 
Orwelllan proportions where everything 
good that happens is credited to Mao, 
and everything bad is blamed on Liu 
Shao Chi, "bourgeois Ideology" or 
similar demons. This is true In every- 
thing from solving scientific and techni- 
cal problems to settling family quarrels. 

In the interview, Mao recognizes the 
existence of this "personality cult", and 
says It has been overdone. He says it 
was necessary in the Cultural Revolution 
to get people to support his line, but 
that now it must be stopped. From this 
it is clear that Chinese Maoism is indeed 
excessive but has been used by the 
leadership. 

Many people have claimed that the 
Cultural Revolution was peaceful and 
that press reports of violence were 
fabrications. In the article, Mao admits 
that much bloodshed did occur, and that 
the army had to be called In to restore 
order In some cases. 

It also appears that some of the 
stau nchost "Maoists" of the cultural re- 
volution have been liquidated. Mao re- 
ferred to the removal of certain "hot- 
heads'in the foreign affairs office who 
had refused to grant Snow an entry visa 
during the Cultural Revolution. Another 
interesting case is the sacking of the 
British embassy In Peking. At the time, 
this event was played up in the Chinese 
press as a protest against British im- 
perialism. Over half a million people 
participated. Recently the leader of this 
protest was executed after a mass public 
trial. This shows how those in power can 
manipulate people through the pro- 
paganda apparatus. 

Internally, China isatightly controlled, 
closed society. But the cases already 
mentioned can only show that her 
foreign policy is just as opportunistic 
and bloodthirsty as America's. From this 
It Is clear that China is not exactly the 
model progressive and peace-loving 
state many people claim her to be.
